2 that we be iuſtiũ ed by faith onely: he de⸗ 
nieth the fame, and therewyth teacheth tuſtifi= 
cation by woꝛkeg. Thirdly, where I denied the 
inuocation of Seintes: he affirmeth the cõtrary. 
And fourthly and laſtip, where as J affirmed I 
all ſinnes are deadly : he teacheth the contrary. 
Adnouching that there be ſome ventali ſinnes „ 
therefoze conciudeth that all ＋ not ua / 
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he Preface. 


u which his aſſertiong, he DIY ry clarks 
110 ground and maintaine by the . * 
he wozd of od, and conlent of the Fathers. 
Which thing he hath in ſuch maner , and wyth 

bach goodly giofing wozdes blaſed and ſet fozth, 

it at the firſt ſhew he ſeemeth vtterly to beate 
me downe to the ground, and maketh that my docs 
trine in the eyes of the ſunple, and of ſuch whoſe 
nlciences are not as pet ſetled in true religion, 
to appeare falſe and vnſound, and therefoze of no 
credite,noz to be receaned. I therfoze thought it 
my voũden dutie to ſtand in the defence of my docs 
ne; being ſound and perfect, and accozding to 
ſacred and holy Scriptures . Ind bzingyng 
. Fecknams obiections to the bzight ſhinyng 
Sunne of God his moſt holy woozd, hys gap 
cloked colours might be detected and made appa⸗ 
rant to the epes of all men, and thereby the 
counterfeited miſtes of his Aſſertions dꝛiuen a= 
Way, the true and wholcſome doctrine of myne 
might be made the moze manikeſt. And there⸗ 
foze haue taken vpon me at this pꝛeſent to anſwer 
the ſame, wherein J haue vſed this o2der. 5 

Firſt, J haue aunſwered euerp article of ths 
foure, particularly, and reſtozed the Scriptures 
to their right fence, which M. Fecknam (fox the 
maintenaunce of his erroꝛs) hath very coꝛruptiy 
weſted. That done, J pꝛoue my doctrine true, 
both by the Scriptures and Fathers, ſo ſuſfici⸗ 
ently , that J am perſwaded that all cotours of 
cauieling is remoued oz tauen away, to all ſuch ag 
ſeeke the truth. and onely ſecke the ſame , foꝛ the 
better letling of their conſciences, rather then fog 
bayneclozy oz eſtimacion of men. 

Mauing therefoze now fintſhed this mp aunſwer 
and defence of my doctrine afo2eſayd : thought it

leth vs, to try the ſpirites, whether they be "of 

 Godo2ns, We haue bzought your doctrin 
to the toutch ſtone of Gods ſo. ced woꝛd, and 
it is found copper, and not gold. And as it is 
commonly ſapd, all is not gold that ſhineth: 
no moꝛe is all doctrine true that commeth 
krom men, but that onelp, which being tout⸗ 
ched, with the toutchſtone ol Gods — is 
ſound and perfect. Ceaſe therfozeto bleare 
the epes of the ſimple and vnlearned, wyth 
vour gylted gliſtering copper, and geue place 

to the truth. Seeke rather Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and 
the pꝛoſit ok his church, then your owne eili⸗ 
mation. Pꝛefer the kyngdome of heanen, 
befoꝛe pour vayne gloꝛie and p;ayſe of fwliſh 
men. Sell not your birthꝛight for a melle of 
pottage. 

God in his merties geue you hiible harts, 
not diſdayning to learne, and open pour eyes 
to ſee his truth and to yeld to the ſame: That 
vou may vnfapnedly — Jeſus Chꝛiſt, hys
